Conference of Stute Legislative 
Lenders wns orjrHimed with the 
Roal of upgrading the inia^c of

The National Conference 
has

which are not helping its image 
and conk! reinforce

the 


population that some elected of- 
ficnls are not above making an 
easy buck or two on the side. 


Like many other organizations 


the conference has been holding 
its: annual meetings in resort 
spots such as Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. The difference is that much 
of 'the expense involved in these 
sojourns is put on the legislative 
tab, which means the taxpayer is 
paying for it. This is not the best 
possible image builder in times of 
rising taxesan d increasing tax- 
payer unrest. 
'•Then there is the yearbook of 
the 
National 
Conference, 
the 


Hit.est copy of which has been 
distributed free to 10,000 
mem- 


bers and friends. Featured in the 
book are advertisements, a size- 


able number from the trucking 
industry, oil companies and large 
insurance firms. 


Ooineidcntally, these are busi- 


ness which frequently are regu- 
Ittted by slate legislatures and 
many of which maintain fulltime 
lobbyists in state capitols. The 
"ads" 
go for $2,000 a full page, 


$1,150 a half page and !?800 for a 
quarter page. 


Some, 
including 
Illinois 
Lt. 


Gov. Paul Simon, a member of 
the Conference, 
have suggested 


solicitation of such ads is in bad 
taste. 


"It smacks too much of the 


shakedown kind of thing," Simon 
said. "I think it very clearly 
downgrades the nation's legisla- 
tures. There can be no possible 
direct advertising value in that 
sort of thing." 


The 
public 
would 
be more 


favorably impressed if the Na- 
tional Conference of State Legis- 
lative Leaders devoted its time to 
developing greater economies and 
more responsiveness to public 
interests within the state legisla- 
tures. It 
m.ight be easier 
to 


concentrate on such matters if 
the members had to pay for their 
annual meetings out of their own 
pockets. They probably wouldnt' 
go so far from home.

Artificial Blood 


Imagine a substitute for blood 


which can be stored at room 
temperatures for an 
indefinite 


period and costs only $15 a pint 
to 
manufacture. 
That is 
the 


product medical researchers at 
the University of Cincinnati re- 
port they have produced. 


.Compared with natural blood, 
which must be refrigerated, can 
be kept only 21 days and costs 
$60 a pint, such a discovery could 
h<ive 
valuable 
applications 
in 


medicine. But not yet, While the 
substitute blood has been used 
successfully in experiments with 
animals, it has not been tried on 
humans and it is too new to 
foresee possible drawbacks. 


For one, there is the 
ever 


present danger of rejection by 
the body. For another, animals 
which survived on the artificial 
blood died when removed from a 
pure oxygen environment. 


The discovery is a promising 


start toward the day when one of 
the body's most vital ingredients 
may be 
available in unlimited 


supply at an inexpensive cost.

deputy editor of The Economist 
of London, suggests in a recent 
report that South Africa's boom- 
ing economy 
inadvertently ad- 


vances the cause of black revolu- 
tion there. 


Real national income in South 


Africa currently is growing at 
the rate of 6 per cent a year. If 
this- rate were sustained, national 
income 
would 
double 
approxi- 


mately every dozen years. The 
average white worker earns per- 
haps eight times as much money 
as the average black. "But 
in 


recent years," Macrae 
writes, 


"the 
black workers within 
the 


industrial system seem actually 
to have got a .slightly larger 
proportionate share in real in- 
comes than white ones." 


Therein lies ground for hope 


and 
apprehension. 
Revolutions 


commonly .start not in times of 
extreme privation but when eco- 
nomic expectations are rising. 
Thus, Macrae opposed economic 
sanctions against South 
Africa 


because "to the extent that such 
world trade boycotts are 
effec- 


tive enough 
to slow 
economic 


growth . . ., they would also slow 
the advance of black revolution." 


The 
decision of neighboring 


Rhodesia to become a republic 
presents new opportunities for 
South Africa. Rhodesia's white 
ruling minority represents a tar 
smaller percentage of the total 
population than does South Afri- 
ca's white governing class. The

Netherlands all have announced 
that

consulates in Salisbury. In an- 
nouncing the March 17 cloning of

As a physician, and one who 


has repeatedly emphasized the 
need for safety, I must tell of 
an experience that occurred to 
me a few days ago. I was 
opening a bottle of soda pop 
with the new twist-off caps. The 
pop was warm, which may have 
been a contributing reason for 
the explosive speed with which 
the cap blew out of my hand, 
hit my forehead, and barely 
missed my eye. I uncovered a 
danger that I hardly thought 
existed in my own home. Think 
about others and prevent acci- 
dents.

"I will therefore 
withdraw my support. 


Sheeley is not a candidate for 


re-election in the city's April 
election and will leave the third 
ward post when a successor is 
chosen.

sion's safety committee, he had 
been expected to submit the 
proposal for formal commission 
action. 
RESENTS REPORT 


Sheeley said he resented the 


published report of Will Brans- 
cumb, president of the Benton 
Harbor NAACP branch, which 
inferred Sheeley was prejudiced 
against blacks. "I am not." he 
stated. 


The 
published 
report 
was 


carried in Monday's newspaper 
and outlines NAACP opposition 
to the proposal. Sheeley said 
after the meeting that Brans- 
cumb told him he had been 
"misquoted."
